Indiana Dunes, Ind. 

DETAILS: If no electricity is no problem, then Dunewood Campground 
is the place for you. The campground in the Indiana Dunes National 
Lakeshore doesn’t accept reservations and sites are available on a first- 
come, first-served basis. The campground is an alternative to the busy 
Indiana Dunes State Park that books about six months out. And it’s 
cheap! 

Dunewood is about a mile walk to Lake Michigan and is about a 
45-minute drive from West Beach. Added bonus: Hot showers.

RATES: $15 a night. Campers are required to use the rental for the entire 
time they book it.

For Wilco, there are times when 
the music is the star, and there are 
times when it’s the lyrics. (And, 
on the rare occasion of the classic 
“Tthnkee Hotel Foxtrot,” when it’s 
both.) 

In case the cutesy title didn’t tip 
you off, on “Wilco (The Album)” 

(Nonesuch), the emphasis is 
once again on words. However, that doesn’t mean Jeff 
Tweedy is going to be straightforward about it. 

He goes for a clever bait-and-switch in “Tbu Never 
Know,” where the lyrics sound like a scolding— “Come 
on, children, you’re acting like children, every genera- 
tion thinks it’s the end of the world”— but the sweet 
harmonies and sun-kissed guitar riffs say otherwise. 

It’s actually a pretty groovy tale about living for today 
that sounds steeped in George Harrison’s “My Sweet 
Lord,” though not as much as the lovely “You and I” 
duet with Feist, where they sing, “The words we use 
sometimes are misconstrued.” 

In “Wilco (The Song),” Tweedy offers up the band 
as constant support in tough times. “Is someone twist- 
ing a knife in your back? Are you being attacked?” he 
asks before promising, “Wilco’ll love you, baby,” over 
a playful guitar riff Is this serious or kidding around? 
Probably both. 

And that’s what makes Wilco one of the best bands 
around. Even though much of “Wilco (The Album)” 
seems geared to keep Wilco (The Band) playing spare, 
simple melodies, they still offer twists and complexi- 
ties to keep things interesting.

Hooray, another cross-country journey: After Sid the sloth (voice of John 
Leguizamo) is carried off by dinosaurs, pals Manny the mammoth (Ray 
Romano), Diego the saber-toothed tiger (Denis Leary) and others try to 
track him down. As usual, every few minutes the trek is interrupted by the 
nut-searching antics of prehistoric squirrel Scrat, who really belongs in his 
own short film, not as a constant distraction with no bearing on the movie. 

The buzz: Ignoring issues of historical accuracy (hey it’s a kids’ movie), the 
3-D threequel “Dawn of the Dinosaurs” is more unwelcome because “Ice 
Age” never had any business as a franchise, with the average first movie giv- 
ing way to the totally uninspired sequel, “The Meltdown.” Maybe the addi- 
tion of Simon Pegg (as rascally weasel Buck) will add a laugh or two. 

The verdict: Where Pixar movies begin with a script, “Ice Age,” which 
continues to aim toward a younger audience with a shorter attention 
span, clearly starts with merchandising ideas. In the decently animated 
“Dinosaurs,” the characters only get more annoying and the jokes only 
get worse (Sample line: “Hasta la vista, birdie”), with the same themes of 
family and friendship repeated for the third time in a row. Unless you’re 
young enough to still pronounce dinosaurs “Minothores,” you’re too old 
for this movie.

Colorful Ecstasy pills started showing up last year 
shaped as Homer and Bart Simpson, NinjaTirdes and 
other characters. As more of the pills that look like 
vitamins or candy go out locally and nationwide, they 
put children at great risk, police and experts said, 
“Someone leaves this around ,„ kids pick them up 
and boom,” said H, Westley Clark, director of the 
federal Center for Substance Abuse Treatment, 

The result could be seizures, a spiked blood 
pressure and heart rate and even death, he said. 

In May, Drug Enforcement Administration officials 
in Nevada sent out warnings that the cartoon pills 
were in Las Vegas, Dealers there call Ecstasy “Thizz” 
and market it to minors, the DEA warned. They also 
said they had found piUs shaped like Ninja Turtles, 
Transformers and other “Simpsons” characters. 

Also in May, police in Utah busted a drug ring and 
found 500 Ecstasy pills stamped in the shapes of 
Obama and Snoopy 

The cartoon character marketing is a ploy by 
predators to promote a dangerous drug as light 
fun in order to sell to more teens and young adults, 
Clark said. The irresponsible marketers also use false 
advertising, police said, because the tablets often 
contain no Ecstasy at all but instead a powerful mix 
of other drugs, 

Eor more than a year, about half the so-called 
Ecstasy pills tested at labs in Kansas City and 
Johnson County, Kan,, have turned out not to be 
Ecstasy, They were a combination of other drugs 
once used to treat stomach parasites that have 
effects and dangers similar to Ecstasy 

The shaped tablets are more likely to be fake than 
flat tablets sold as Ecstasy, drug experts said.

The drug has spread to colleges, high schools and the rap scene since it became popuiar with raves in the 1990s. 
Usage has been on the decline nationaily: Americans older than 12 who said they had taken it in the past year 
dropped from a high of 3.2 miliion in 2002 to just over 2 miliion in 2007.
